Students  and  teachers  joined 
forces  yesterday  in  an  attempt  to 
further  disrupt  strife-torn  San 
Francisco  State  College. 

Dissident  students  joined  with 
the  striking  American  Federation 
of  Teachers  to  close  the  college 
again  this  fall.  The  teachers  are 


striking  for  better  teaching 
conditions  while  the  students  say 
they  will  continue  to  strike  until 
the  15  demands  presented  to  the 
school  administration  earlier  this 
year  are  met. 

The  students’  demands  center 
around  the  formation  of  a 
proposed  ethnic  and  Black  studies 
program.  A demand  has  also  been 
made  that  students  have  complete 


Hansen  Says  Credit 
In  Seminary  Illegal 


Whether  the  excuse  is  spring, 
social  events,  or  sheer  friendliness, 
it’s  part  of  the  “dating  game.” 

And,  that’s  just  what  is  coming 
to  BYU  this  month  when  the 
ASBYU  Social  Office  introduces 
“The  Dating  Game,”  a take-off  on 
the  nationally-televised  romance 
show. 

BYU’s  first  program  will  be  Jan. 
22,  at  noon,  in  the  Varsity 
Theater. 

The  hour-long  game  will  run  in 
the  same  pattern  as  the  television 
show,  with  a coed  choosing  a date 
from  three  unseen  prospects. 

“The  Dating  Game”  is 
scheduled  for  every  other 
Wednesday,  and  participants  will 
be  selected  from  applications 
submitted  by  the  student  body. 
Applications  are  available  at  the 
Social  Office,  fourth  floor  of  the 
Wilkinson  Center. 

‘‘We  have  even  had  a set 
constructed  which  is  similar  to  the 
one  on  television,”  explains  Peter 
Svendsen,  who  is  in  charge  of  the 
program.  “We  want  this  to  be  as 
effective  as  possible.” 

Idea  for  bringing  the  “Dating 
Game”  to  BYU  is  accredited  to 
Jim  Chaplin,  social  vice  president. 
Activities  for  the  matched  couples 
are  being  arranged  through 
courtesies  from  local  restaurateurs 
and  merchants. 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  ~ 
“Unconstitutional,”  declared  Phil 
Hansen  in  one  of  his  final  acts  as 
Utah  attorney  general. 

Hansen,  succeeded  Monday  at 
noon  by  Vernon  B.  Romney,  said 
it  is  unconstitutional  to  give  high 
school  credits  for  participating  in 
seminary  classes. 

Hansen  said  the  released  time 
program  in  Utah  under  which  the 
students  attend  the  seminary 
classes  is  not  unconstitutional 
“except  for  the  credit  allowance 
and  where  there  is  failure  to  give 
released  time  to  others  not 
attending  classes  of  the  church.” 

He  said  one  aspect  that  is 
clearly  unconstitutional  is  the 
giving  of  high  school  credit  for  the 
study  of  the  history  of  the  Bible 
in  seminaries  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

The  opinion  had  been  sought  by 
the  American  Civil  Liberties 
Union. 

Dr,  T.  H,  Bell,  state 
superintendent  of  public 
instruction,  said  all  but  one  of  the 
40  Utah  school  districts  offer 
elective  credits  for  seminary.  He 
said  the  exception  was  Salt  Lake 
City  School  District. 

He  noted  school  districts  also 
offer  elective  credits  for  foreign 
travel.  Junior  Reserve  Officer 
Training  Corps  classes,  and  in 
some  cases  by  examination. 

Dr.  Walter  Talbot,  deputy 
superintendent  for  administration 
at  the  State  Board  of  Education, 
said  “Under  normal  circumstances 
we  would  abide  by  Hansen’s 
opinion,”  but  added  the  final 
decisions  would  have  to  be  made 
by  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

He  said  the  state  considers  the 
seminary  system  a separate 
school. 

‘‘A  student  takes  the  Bible 
classes,  then  petitions  the  high 
school  for  acceptance  of  what  is, 
in  effect,  transferred  credit,”  he 
said. 

“We  have  no  supervision  of  the 
program  but  we  have 


understandings  with  the  LDS 
Church,”  he  said. 

He  said  the  state  requires 
seminary  teachers  be  certified  by 
the  state,  but  they  are  employed 
by  the  Church. 

Hansen  said,  “Certainly,  the 
giving  of  credit  towards 
graduation  from  the  state  high 
schools  for  religious  classes  taken 
in  church-owned  seminaries  or 
other  buildings,  especially  where 
the  present  released-time  program 
in  Utah’s  is  one  of  cooperation 
between  church  and  state,  is 
offensive  to  the  provisions 
prohibiting  state  action 
supporting  an  establishment  of 
any  religion.” 


control  over  the  hiring  and  firing 
of  the  program’s  staff  without  any 
interference  from  the 
administration. 

“At  the  present  time,  there  are 
22  ‘Black  classes’  being  offered 
under  the  auspices  of  our 
regularly  established 
departments,”  said  Dr.  Donald 
Garrity,  dean  of  Undergraduate 
Studies,  in  a KRON  television 
special  about  the  problems  at  the 
college. 

He  continued,  “These  22  classes 
range  from  a course  in  Black 
dance  to  a course  dealing  with  the 
economic  problems  of  the  Black 
community.  In  the  immediate 
previous  semester,  as  my 
recollection  is,  we  had  1 8 such 
courses.” 

The  demand  which  is  causing 
the  biggest  difficulty  currently  is 
the  students’  request  that  in  the 
fall  of  1969  all  applications  of 
non-white  students  be  accepted. 

Acting  President  S.  I.  Hayakawa 
has  stated  that  this  demand  will 
not  be  met.  He  said  on  the  KRON 
television  special,  “Let  me  make  it 
perfectly  clear  at  the  outset  that 
there  is  no  plan  to  admit  an 
unlimited  number  of  unqualified 
students  to  this  campus. 

“In  the  first  place,  taking  just 
simply  the  quahfied  people,  we 
turn  away  thousands  each 
semester.  A decision  was  made 
before  my  administration  to 
admit  a small  number  of 
under-qualified  students.  We  have 
stuck  by  that  decision,”  he  stated.

The  Honorable  Colin  Jackson, 
who  represents  Brighouse  and 
Spenborough  in  the  House  of 
Commons,  will  speak  at  10  a.m.  in 
the  Smith  Fieldhouse  and  will  also 
speak  at  8 p.m.  in  the  Assembly 
Hall  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

Mr.  Jackson,  joint  chairman  of 
the  Council  for  Education  in  the 
Commonwealth,  is  chairman  of 
the  Anglo-Chinese  Parliamentary 
Group. 

He  is  also  a member  of  Great 
Britain’s  Defense  and  Overseas 
Estimates  Committee. 

Visiting  Cairo,  Egypt  and 
several  South  American  countries 
during  the  summer  of  1968,  Mr. 
Jackson  is  a frequent  visitor  to 
Asia,  Africa  and  the  Middle  East, 
touring  the  United  States  each 
year. 

In  his  travels  to  increase  his 
understanding  of  international 
affairs,  Mr.  Jackson  has  met 
President  Truman,  President 
Nasser,  President  Sukarno,  Mrs. 
Gandhi,  King  Hussein  and 
Chairman  Mao  Tse  Tung,  as  well 
as  General  Chiang  Kai  Shek. 

A regular  broadcaster  on  British 
radio  and  television,  he  has 
lectured  around  the  world. 


The  British  legislator  writes  a 
weekly  column  covering  the 
United  States  and  the 
Commonwealth  and  contributes 
to  ‘‘Punch’’,  ‘‘New 
Commonwealth”  and  other 
newspapers  and  periodicals  in  his 
country.

The  Council  tabled  a proposal  by  Todd  Christofferson  to  arrange  for 
additional  publicity  for  student  government  activities.  Although  I’m 
not  quite  sure  (whoever  is,  about  student  government  affairs??),  I 
believe  the  intent  was  to  establish  a system  whereby  one  person  would 
obtain  all  the  information  about  legislation  proposed  and  passed,  and 
would  then  submit  it  to  the  DAILY  UNIVERSE  for  publication.

Students  Are  Urged  To  Become  Involved  In  Class  f H

Sounding  Board  Editor: 

I’d  like  to  add  a postscript  to  Paul  Yearout’s 
points  for  students  to  follow  to  improve  classroom 
instruction  at  BYU. 

First  of  all,  students  make  the  mistake  of  classing 
teachers  as  untouchables,  rather  than  as  colleagues 
in  learning.  Students  are  amazingly  reluctant,  even 
when  specifically  invited,  to  hint,  or  even  state 
outright  (humbly  and  respectfully,  of  course)  to  a 
teacher  how  he  might  teach  better.  The  student  is 
just  as  responsible  for  good  teaching  as  the  teacher; 
the  teacher  is  but  the  learner-leader. 

Also,  students  underestimate  the  impact  one 
single  student  may  have  on  a teacher’s  competence. 
Try  the  following: 

1 . Be  enthusiastic  (even  if  you  have  to  feign  a bit); 
it’s  hard  for  a teacher  to  be  passive  to  an  eager 
student. 

2.  Ask  leading  and  probing  questions;  be 
persistent,  in  a kindly  way.  Remember  the  parable 
of  the  importunate  widow. 

3 . Request  a teacher  from  time  to  time  to  set 
forth  exphcitly  the  objectives  of  the  class  and  of 
individual  assignments.  Ask  the  “dumb”  and 
seemingly  obvious  questions,  if  they  need  asking. 


4.  Most  important,  remind  the  teacher,  frequent 
and  sincerely,  of  what  he  does  that  is  success! 
(even  if  it’s  not  much).  Pile  on  compliments,  ^,5 
are  anxious  to  live  up  to  their  reputations,  good  jtl 
bad. 

5.  Keep  in  mind  that  the  seemingly  best  teada 
do  some  things  poorly;  and  the  seemingly  worst  ( . 
some  things  unusually  well.  Take  the  best  a teach 
has  to  offer. 

Teachers  are  sensitive  about  their  compel  p 
especially  at  BYU.  Students  complain  of  ineptrin( 
teachers;  sometimes  students  are  more  passive' 
bad  class  than  the  teacher.  Many  students  arcii 
relieved  at  a poor  performance,  for  then  theyj 
heap  blame  on  the  teacher  for  their^d 
shortcomings  in  class.  Don’t  be  guilty  of  that.' 

Most  of  Prof.  Yearout’s  suggestions  have  to 
with  what  to  do  after  class  is  over.  Give  us  a 
class,  every  single  one  of  you,  won’t  you?  j
